There was laid to rest in Beaver- 
dge on November 7, an early pioneer 
of much more than ordinary worth 
and note. The late I. E. Gaudin oc-

Possessed of a pers 
genial and impressive 
with a rare sense of subtle humor, 
he made and cemented friondships 
everywhere, People came to him with 
their troubles and confidences, The 
difficulties he usually solved, or helped 
to solve.

Save only among the more recent 
arrivals, there is scarcely a man in 
the whole Western part of Grande 
Prairie who has not at some time pro- 
fited by his counsel 

High Talents 

In business capacity he was talent- 
ed to a high degree, In the field of 
retail merchandising this talent serv- 
ed well the community to which it 
catered, converting a country cross- 
roads centre into an important trad- 
ing point long before the arrival of 
the steel. One of the finest chapters 
in his career was his return to Beaver- 
lodge after an assignment at Clair- 
mont in 1916, due to over-expansior 
and other causes. Starting in again 
at the bottom of the ladder, defraying 
all his personal obligations one hun- 
dred per cent, in twelve years he built 


up another flourishing business

t Much was devoted to pub- 
ic enterprize From the day of his 
arrival at Beaverlodge in July, 1909, 
every phase of community effort found 
in him a liberal supporter, a guiding 
mind and in many ci a leading in- 
alive From the organization of th 
cemetery, in which his remains are in- 
terred, to the securing of the railway 
that courses past it, bearing the pulse- 
beats of progress to a vast region be- 
yond, his initiative and energy were 
manifest 

Few know the amount of effort he 
put forth to get the railroad extended 
Taking only an occasional part in 
public speech or print, he none the 
less worked unceasingly, wisely and 
igilantly. Consultations innumerable 
were held in his office, Petitions, 
resolutions, letters and telegrams were 
drafted. Men more actively in the 
limelight were guided by his judgment 
and impelled by his initiative. What 
is true of railway extension is almost 
equally true of other matters. He has 
writ his name large in the progress 
of the country, 

But Mr, Gaudin was much more 
than a business man.

lock, When roughly blocked out, the 
green staves were rubbed with bear's 
grease and hung from the upfier part 
of the tepee, in the smoke of the fire, 
until well seasoned, It was 
sible for me to do this; my bow ts 
merely a plece of white oak, none too 
well seasoned, although I keep it 
hanging near the ridge-pole 
shelter when not in use, 
Pimensions of Bow 


The dimensions of my smal! bow are 
1% inches wide and 114 inches thick 
tapering to % of an inch square at 
the ends. One end of the moose hide 
string is permanently fastened to the 
bow with a tintber hitch and a loop 
is formed: in the other end of the 
string so that the bow may be un- 
strung when not in use, The arrows 
are 28 inches long and % of an inch 
in diameter, The bow ts 64 inches 
in length and is fairly accurate up 
to 30 yards 

A great deal, of course, depends up- 
on the “form” used in shooting the 
bow and arrow. ‘The first three fin- 
gers of the vight hand should be hook- 
ed about the string, one above and two 
below the shaft; the little finger and 
thumb do nothing. One should stand 
perfectly upright, left side toward the 
target, and heels 12 or 15 inches apart 
When the string is drawn back, the 
right thumb should be at the corner 
of one’s mouth, One then sights along 
the arrow for direction, estimates the 
elevation necessary, holds the position 
for a second, releases the arrow by 
Straightening the fingers holding the 
ward, still holding the thumb at the 
corner of the mouth, 
position unti] the arrow strikes.
